RATIFICATIONS EXCHANGED AT VIENNA, DecEMBER 14, 1854, 


The following are the Articles of the important Treaty con- | 
eluded between England, Austria, and France, in relation to the | 


War in the East. The most significant conditions are contained 


in Article V., from which important results may be looked for very 


early in the year :— 


Articie I.—The high contracting parties refer to the declara- 
tions contained in the protocols of the 9th of April* aad the 23rd 
of Mayt of the present year, and in the notes exchanged on the 
8th of August last ;$ and as they reserved to themselves the right 
of proposing, according to circumstances, such conditions as they 
might judge necesssary for the general interests of Europe, they 
engage mutually and reciprocally not to enter into any arrange- 
ment with the Imperial Court of Russia without having first deli- 
berated thereupon in common. 

Articte IL—His Majesty the Emperor of Austria hav- 
ing, in virtue of the treaty: concluded on the 14th of June 








ArricLe IIl.—In case hostilities should break out between 
Austria and Russia, Her Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, His Majesty the Em. 
peror of Austria, aad his Majesty the Emperor of the French, 
mutually promise to each other their offensive and defensive 
alliance in the present war, and will for that purpose employ ac- 
cording to the requirements of the war, military and naval forces, 
the number, description, and destination whereof shall, if occa- 
sion should arise, be determined by subsequent arrangements. 


Anticie IV. In the case contemplated by the preceding arti- 
cle, the high contracting parties reciprocally engage not to 
entertain any overture or proposition on the part of the Imperial 
Court of Russia, having for its object the cessation of hostilities, 
withoat having come to an understandiog thereupon between 
themselves. 

Articte V.—In case the re-establishment of general peace, 
upon the bases indicated ia Article I. should not be assured ia 
the course of the present year, Her Majesty the Queen of the 


United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, Hig Majesty the - 


Emperor of Austria; and His Majesty the Emperor of the French, 
will deliberate without delay upon effectual means for obtaining 
the object of their alliance. 

ArticLte Vi.—Great Britain, Austria, and France will jointly 
communicate the present treaty to the Court of Prussia, and will 
With satisfaction receive its accession thereto, in case it should 
promise its co-operation for the accomplishment of the commoa 
object. 

ArricLE VII.—The present treaty shall be ratified, and the 
ratifications shall be exchanged at Vienna in the space of a fort- 
night. In witness whercof the respective Pienipotentiaries have 
signed the sane, and have affixed thereto the seal of their arms. 
Done at Vienna, the second of December, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eizht hundred and fifty-four.

But it was not 
to details aloce that Mr Herbert confiued himself. He showed 
that under the circumstances of the campaign the only real ser- 
vice which the Allies could perform for the common cause was 
to be achieved in the Crimea, as the centre as well as the 
key to the power of Russia in the Black Sea. But an attack 
upon the Crimea, with a chance of reducing its fortresses, if to 
be made at all, it was necessary to make it at once. Difficult as 
the task was then, if postponed for another year it would have 
become impossible. When Sebastopo shall have fallen, we may 
rest assured that an invasion in 1854 has rendered possible, 
what in 1855 would have been impossible.

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that enormous losses and derangement follow upon any extrava- 
gant and speculative estimate of prospective requirements 
beyond the real necessities of the time. The period of late years 
when the greatest scarcity of grain was apprehended was ia the 
early part of 1847. The demand was intense over the whole of 
Western Europe ;—prices rose, and enterprise did its utmost to 
meet the emergency. But so far was it overdone, that within 
four months, when anxiety was at the highest pitch, with the 
price of wheat above 100s a quarter, supplies had been farnished 
to such an extent, that the prices had fallen to little more than 
one-half, and ruin which began with importers of grain 
spread through the whole commercial community, creating a 
panic more severe and intense than had at any former time been 
experienced. 


Bat these considerations only show how important it is that all 
information which cao possibly assist the public in forming an ac- 
curate opinion upon so vital a question as the supply of food, 
should be as early and as perfectly placed at their disposal as 
possible, The occurrences of the last six months are a striking 
illustration of our assertion. A perfect system of agricultural 
statistics, when fully established, will be of immense importance 
in this respect, but only if the system is based upon the principle 
that the information, whatever it is, shali be furnished at an 
early period. If not, it may be usefal to the curious inquirer for 
literary or historical purposes, but will be of no service of a 
practical kind. Up to this time the effort to obtain such infor- 
mation is only experimental. 


There can be no doubt that to the extreme low prices of July, 
August, aud September, resulting from the effect upon public 
opinion of oue of the largest and best secured harvests in the pre- 
sent century, the supplies of foreign grain have been much re- 
duced; and that the preseat high price is consequently, in some 
degree, the consequence of a mistaken estimate of the effect of 
| the harvest. There is, indeed, still considerable difference of 
| opinion as to the actua! character of the crop, though the great 
| majority of evidence is in favour of the opinion originally entertained 
regarding it. But it is quite plain that sufficient allowance had 
not been made for the exhaustion of old stock, either in this 
country or in the neighbouring continental countries. ‘Ihe really 
defective crop of 1853, both in yield and in breadth, is probably 
being felt now in greater intensity than it has been at any 
| former time. We have no reason for doubting the original esti- 
mate of the grain crops in France, Belgium, and Germany ; but, 
notwithstanding such crops, prices have risen to a rate which has 
led to a prohibition of exportation. At home we continue to be 
chiefly dependent on our own supply, for, small as were 
the importations of October, those of November have been 
very little more, Bat it is capable of proof beyond ques- 
_ tion that this dec'ine in our imports has little relation 
to the war, as some appear so anxious to assume. We 
have already shown in former articles how small a proportion of 
our entire imports were those from Russia, including the northern 
and southern ports, The latest account fur any period previous 
to 1854 (before the war) which has been published of the imports 
of gain, distinguishing the countries from which it was imported, 
is for the first nine months of 1853. According to that return 
the entire imports of wheat were 3,770,921 qrs, of which 773,507 
qrs were from Kussia, and 209000 qrs trom Wallachia and 
Moldavia. Of flour the eutire imports were 3,800.746 cw's, of 
| which 64 cwts were from Russia, and none from Wallachia and 

Moldavia. In the present year we have received from Russia 
|| wheat to the extent of 505,000 qrs, and from Wallachia and 
}| Moldavia 118,000 qrs; but if we had received none, it cannot be 
| supposed that the absence of those supplies alone could have 
materially affected our prices, and especially in the face of so 
| good a harvest. We subjoiu two letters, which, as they take

| of it, Those are the comparative quantities reported as sold in the 
mouths of October and November of this year compared against the 
“ordinary year of 1852." You show an excess for 1854 of 136,938 
quarters. Now thisdoes not appear a large increase ; but it is so. The 
reported sales are considered (see an elaborate article in THE Econo- 
mist of January 5th, 1850) to be one-fifth of the total sales. 136,938 »5 
= 684.690 quarters, excess of sules for two months, being at the rate 
of four million quarters per annum, . 
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High as you are inclined to place the produce of this year's 
it would be bold to maintain, after the above exposition, that you anti- 
cipate that soon “‘the British farmers will sell their large crop more 
freely,” and that prices will then fall from their present level, 


I believe that “the wish is parent to the thought;” for I have gb. 
served with concern a desire on the part of * Tae Econosnsr” to 
“write down” the price of grain. Surely this isa breach of its fa. 
vourite ‘‘ laisses-faire” system; and the results that have accrued 
from this breach (in which the press generally has co-operated) are 
for the last two years (in the months August to October, 1853 and 
1854), when prices were “written down.” foreigners came into our 
markets and carried away much grain, to replace which we had, after. 
wards, to ransack both hemispheres, and pay accordingly. Would 
prices have been at 75s to 85s in November had they not been 
‘“‘written down” to 50s to 60s in August and September? Another 
evil that has resulted is much fluctuation from week to 
This deranges transactions between the home-growers and the 
millers; in fact, throws a large portion of the grain trade into 
the hands of middlemen, who, by watching the fluctuations 
with a nerve and shrewdness which do not belong to the general run of 
the agricultural class, make large profits. Now these profits resnit 
either from a diminution of the price which the producer should re. 
ceive, Or from an enhancement of the price which the consumer should 
pay. The last is what would generally be considered as the worst re. 
sult, but I am not sure that would be a correct view, for I believe that 
a season of high prices tends to bring on so much extended and i 
cnitivation that, in a short cycle, the consumer is more than indemni- 
fied by a cheap command of the fruits of the earth. As surely as the 
high prices of 1846-47 brought on the low prices of 1848 to 1850, so 
will the high prices of 1853 to 1855 lead to superabundant supplies in

Srr,—We are in the habit of looking to your able journal for correct and 
impartial commercial statements, particularly in reference to everything con- 
nected with the supply and price of corn. 

I think your anxiety to sustain the war, by every possible argument, has 
rendered you not aware of a slight discrepancy in your columns, 

Your journal of the 25th ult. speaks of the large stocks of grain at the 
mouth of the Danube, stored and bought up by speculators at low prices and 
unable to get away. 

I find, from the statement of our corn imports, that in 1852 about one-third 
of all the grain (not including flour) imported into: this country came from 
Russia and the Principalities. 

In 1853 Mr Sturge asserts that 30,000,000 of bushels of wheat alone were 
shipped from five ports in the Black Sea and the Sea of Azof to the United 
Kingdom and other parts of Europe. 

Now, seeing that according to your lastnumber “in the month (ending 
5th November last) the imports of wheat are only one-sixth, and of flour one- 
tenth of the quantity imported in the corresponding months of 1852 and 
1853,” some of your readers here have been apt, at first sight, to imagine 
that one material cause of the smaller imports, and consequent high prices, 
of grain, has been the blockade of the ports affected by the war. 

But, as you argue that the war has had little or no influence on the prices || 
of corn, we are at a loss to understand the grounds on which this opinion is | 
come to in view of the foregoing facts. \

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CAUSE OF REVOLUTIONS IN FRANCE. 


Tue whole world has been astonished at the successive revolutions 
in France, but begins to comprehend that they were the consequen- | 
ces of the misery of the people. Government is supposed to be the | 
source of order and well-being in society; it assumes the respon- | 
sibility of providing for its welfare; and when the multitude are 
miserable, can we wonder that they break it to pieces, though un- | 
able to make another or supply its place? With agricultaral 
capabilities, far greater than Eugiand, spread over a larger surface 
—with several parts and places, sach as the entire department of 
the North, superior iv productiveness to the best parts of England 
(in no part of France is there so sterile a region as the Highlands) 
—with a climate less rude than England, and in the South, bearing 
the vine and the olive, equal or superior to Italy or Greece,—the 
great multitude in France have been perennially pluaged in & 
hopeless state of poverty, nearly as bad as that of the Irish, 
without the evil being relieved vy the neighbourhood of a more 
opulent community, and its effects kept in subordination by 4 
greater power. Though much more an agricultural people than the 
English, and in consequence, we believe, of being less commercial 
and less manufacturing, the agricultural produce of the French, 
thongh the soil is more prodcctive, is less than that of the Eug- 
lish. Taken as a whole, France, concludes M. Leouce de La- 
vergne,* after stating a great variety of details which justify the 
conclusion, produces 100 francs per hectare—Eugland produces 
200. Our agricultural industry, exercised under less favourable 
cirenmstances than that of France, produces more than a double || 
value. In England thirty persons suffice to caltivate 100 hectares, 
80 as to produce equal to 200 francs per hectare, whilst 10 F i 
forty are necessary for obtaining an average production of 1

ral produce is more abundant and valuable in relation to labour, 
and the agricultural labourer is better rewarded, in manufacturing 
and commercial England than in agricultural France. 


The relative condition of Ireland and England exemplifies the 
advantages to agricultare of manufactures and commerce ia a 
still more remarkable manner ; yet the policy of every great State 
in Europe has long been, and in most of them still is, directed to 
encourage agriculture by placing impediments in the way of ma- 
nufacturers and commerce, the growth of which is sure to im- 
prove, extend, and reward it. This great, and we may say, from 
its general extent and consequences, porteutous error, is a spe- 
cimen of almost universal policy, which, being always founded on 
some pre-existing condition of society—on some facts passed 
away, and never to be revived, such as the rude condition of the 
middle ages—always is in opposition to the new condition of 
society which Nature is continually calling into existence. 

Ireland, in which manufactures were actually suppressed, in 
which agriculture was less productive and wages lower than in 
France, till famine extinguished a large part of the people, was 

petually disturbed. Insurrection was its normal condition. 

ligion or land tenure was ever the pretext—the poverty and 
misery of the people were ever its causes. It ended in submis- 
sion, not revolution, because it was always put down by the 
Government of its more powerful neighbour. When insurrection 
made head in France, there was no powerful neighbour to coerce 
it, and it ended in revolution. Whatever its pretext, social 
misery appears to have been its cause—a great truth which M. 
Leouce de Lavergne illustrates unintentionally while he de- 
scribes the agriculture of England, and contrasts it with that 
of France. The comparatively backward state of agriculture in 
France is proved by the facts already quoted. The details of 
the comparison are carefully brought,together in his work: we 
ask attention only to its causes. 

We agree with the author that something is due to the condi- 
tion of landed property in England ; but we also agree with him, 
from the example of Jersey-—from the fact that each peculiar con- 
dition of society, as the people are closely packed or sparsely 
distributed—as there isa fertile soil in the neighbourhood of a large 
population, or a barren soil far removed from such a population, 
requiring and compelling a different distribution of the land for 
cultivation—that too much importance has been attached to the 
supposed favourable influence in Evglaud of landed property 
being generally in large masses and in few hands. We agree, 
too, with him, from the same facts, that the inflaence of large 
farms in improving agriculture, which have latterly been less 
favoured in England than formerly, has been mach exaggerated ; 
aod we agree with him that more influence has been exercised 
by the greater love which exists in our manufacturing and com- 
mercial couutry for a rural life than exists iu agricultural, but 
erewhile courtly, Frauce. 
tions in this respect may be traced up to the time of the Romans, 
when fields were abandoned to slaves—when the name of the 
peasant (viilicus) was a term of coutempt and urbanitas was asso- 
ciated with elegance and politeness. ‘The nations of Europe in 
which the usages of Rome prevailed—Italy, Spain, France—pre- 
served a love of town life, of its security and refinement: the 
nations less subjected to its influence, and amongst whom a town 
population was of later growth, never came to prefer it, and 
found their chief power and happiness in possessing large portions 
ofland. This characteristic differeuce, by always attracting In 
France all the men of talent aud consideration and property iuto 
the town, gave to the towns there more influence than in England, 
and led to agriculture being comparatively neglected. In England, 
the counties, till the very latest period, were the influential bodies: 
in France, neither provinces nor counties have for @ long period 
had any voice, aud only the towns had either an orgauisatcou or 
power to give utterence to an opinion. The towns only, there- 
fore, possessed political influence, and by them and through them 
has auy prevalent uational feeling manifested itself. 


France preceded England in agriculture and population, and 
towards the 16:h century is supposed to have been relatively 
as well as positively better peopled than England. Inthe 12ch 
century it appears to have been much further advanced in manu- 
factures than England. It long preceded us in mauufac- 
turing silk. Weol wasforcenturies exported from England to ve 
manufactured abioad. The highest estimate of our population ia 
Elizabeth's time did not exceed 4,000,000. The lend was then 
less cultivated, or worse-cultivated, than in France, aud through- 
out the 17th century Frauce exported corn to England. But 
before the close of that century a change in the relative progress 
of the two nations set in. ‘ The assassination of Henry LV. 
“again plunged France into chaos, but the results of ‘le short 
“period of hope during his life were experienced for a considerable 
“time.” Under Richelieu and Lonis 14th, in the early part of his 
reign, France flourished. The * country was then inhabited by a 
‘numerous nobility, whuse interests were bound up with those of 
“the rural population; but later in the reiga of Louis XIV., 
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follies, population fell off, and

England increased in population rapidly after the civil wars. 
er people overflowed on her American colonies. Thev increased 
her commerce, her manufactures extended, her agricalture was 
improved, and in the latter half of the 18th centary, thongh she 
fed a largely increased population at home, she exported, says the 
author, 40,000,000? of cereals, a great part of which went to 
France. From the Revolution of 1688, trade, manufactares, and 
agriculture have gone forward together in England; if not 
exactly part passu, yet the forward step of one has soon been 
overtaken by the forward step of the other, and manufactures 
and commerce have only cast aside the legislative chains imposed 
on them in favour of agriculture, to provide for it a more exten- 
sive market and give it a more powerful stimulns than it ever 
before received. Her population have found by their own in- 
dastry the means to increase; they bave continually and rapidly 
increased ; and, in spite of contes's forthe crown siuce the Revo- 
lution ia the 17th century, Eegland has been, with partial ex- 
ceptions, extremely and generally prosperous. 

It has not been exactly so wit France. As her agriculture 
declined, or did not improve, towards the end of the 17th and in 
the 18:h century her population became impoverished. In 1698 
it was estimated that one-tenth was iu a state of mendicancy, 
and five-tenths but little above it. “ The picture given of French 
** society by Vauban makes one shudder,” says the writer. Land 
was let at 33 6d, 1s, 9d, or 6d an acre, and at this rent 
the farmer had great difficulty in making a livelihood. The 
pressure of the population on the means of subsistence, 
leading to a calamitous condition of society, failed to awaken 
the rulers of France to any perception of the trath. The 
wers and magaiticent follies of Louis XLV. were exceeded in ex- 
travagance by the waste of Louis XV. In the midst of a profound 
peace in 1739, and after au average harvest, the people, exactly 
like the Irish in 1846-7, were “dying like flies of want,” and 
eating grass. ‘* The provinces of Maine, Angoumois, Tonraine, 
“ Haute-Poitou, Perigord, Orléanais, Berry,” wrote the Marquis 
d’Argenson, ‘“‘are the most wretched, and the distress is ad- 
“‘vancing towards Versailles. The Duke of Orleans lately laid 
‘“* before the council a piece of bread, which we got for him, made 
** of ferns, and, placing it on the King’s table, he said, ‘ Sire, here 
“**is what your subjects live upon.’” The terrible distress made 
itself felt in the towns, and public writers began to expatiate 
on it. There is abundant evideuce, however, to show that a 
similar condition continued without much amelioration till 1790. 
Quesnay aad others pointed out the enormous evils. Targot made 
some excellent reforms, but they could not immediately relieve 
the general misery. It had become too overwhelming to be 
longer kept in check ; it informed the public mind ; it ripened into 
a natural and powerful emotion ; and the dreadful revoluiion was 
the consequence. 

Ia spite of the revolution, or rather ia consequence of it, not- 
withstanding its excesses, population fouud means to grow. The 
author estimates that in the centary from 1740, notwithstand- 
ing 50 years of horrible revolutions and bloody wars, agricultaral 
production quadrupled and population doubled. The Cousulate 
was a comparatively happy and prosperous period. ‘be wars of 
the Empire were fatal to population and progress, and it was only 
subsequent to 1815 that the industry of the nation was enabled 
to develop itself. Gradually, however, the excessive expenditure 
of the Government of peace, and the author favours continual 
iuteference, with the retention of old restrictions, placed other im- 
pediments in the way of progress. The popalation, though im- 
proved subsequent to the time of Vauban, was continually stopped 
—always at intervals pressing severely against the means of sub- 
sistauce, aud always at intervals subjected to great exacerbations 
of social misery. It was then ever ready tu revolt against the 
power which vuadertook to preveut aud actually brought on the 
misery. 

This ia the short history, as we gather it from M. Leonce de 
Lavergne’s book, of the successive bouleversemens of political 
society in France. As the population has grown, it has wanted 
more means to grow: the natural growth has, at successive periods, 
reduced it to great misery, and brough: it into conflict with 
rolitical power, which it has frequently overturned, and by which 
it has been frequently subdued. Whether the present or any 
fatare Governmeut will be wise enough gradually to remove al! 
artificial barriers to the development of industry—restrictions 
and regulations for trade—which prevent the increase of 
the means of subsistence and the growth of population, is 
impossible to say; but the lesson of free trade has now been 
30 long aud so emphatically taught, that there is some reason to 
nope every Government will speedily learn aad act on it. Govern- 
ment, for its own safety, must now stand out of the way of that 
great nataral force of society, which if it be, as is vaid, the parent of 
misery, is certainly, when the misery becomes extreme, the parent 
of revolutions. Reason, religion, experience, our practical faith 
iu Natore, all fornid us to condemn the great di sation by 
which the human race is designed to multiply aad spread over 
the earth, aud leave us no alternative but to condemim-the restric. 
tious which cause poverty aud misery, and impede the progress of 
population, till they are forcibly removed out of the wey.

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SOMETHING FROM THE PACIFIC. 


A DISPUTE WITH THE UNITED STATES. 
[ Che following article was mostly in type last week, but kept out fiom a 
pressure of other matter,] 

Ovr last arrival from New York informs us that the steam ship 
George Law had just arrived with intelligence from San Fran- 
cisco to the 1st of Nov., and 1,568,644 dollars of gold on freight— 
a seasonable help to the distressed citizens of New York. As we 
look for gold from Australia, they look for it from California, and, 
though it is almost immediately despatched thence to England as 
our Australian gold is sent to the Continent, every arrival is 
nevertheless a subject of congratulation. It seems like the part 
payment of a debt where insolvency is dreaded, and it occasions 
a proportionate delight. Both the States and England having 
fitted out their respective children, expected a larger return than 
they have yet obtained. In both cases the outfit seems extra- 
vagant, the youngsters cannot find use for it, and are far from 
paying according to the hopes of their seniors. Every ounce of 
gold is something recovered, and hence the jubilee in New York 
and London on the arrival of a treasure ship. 

The George Law has brought something besides gold—a 
number of newspapers for example, some of which have reached 
us, and a portion of their intelligence is not unimportant. The 
project of annexing the Sandwich Islands to the United States, 
which we have for some time heard of, seems approaching comple- 
tion. On September 18th, Geseral Miller, Her Majesty’s Consul- 
General at the Sandwich Islands, made a long verbal representation 
against the project on behalf of his Government, and gave such a 
description of the Americans and their Government, warning 
the King and the chiefs that there are no gradations of rank in 
America, and warning the people that all coloured skins were 
doomed to slavery in the States, and that the land was overflowing 
with crimes—tbe condition of California being quoted as proof— 
that the San Franciscans, who had had time to consider it, are 
full of wrath against General Miller. ‘The most moderate of their 
journals calls his language “insolent, false, and insulting to the 
Americans.” When his speech is known in the Eastern States, 
similar but more violent effects will probably follow, and we may 
look for a grand explosion by the next mail. That the annexa- 
tion ambition of the Americans, possessing an immense coutineut 
not yet one-tenth subdued, inherited as this ambition is from 
Europe, when men lived like the red Indians by hunting, 








| and whea no arts but those of rude agriculture and ruder 


pastoral arts were known, when scores of acres were necessary 
to the subsistence of each family, aud when the possession of 
the soil was the possession of its inhabitants and reduced them 
to slavery—that this ambition, derived from a totally different 
state of society, is disastrous and contemptible, cannot be doubted. 
But why should England or its authorities, which possesses all 
Australia, Vancouver’s Island, spreads to China, and occupies all 
India, trouble itself to correct or interfere with this project of the 
Americans? Her Majesty’s Consul-General, however, draws on 
himself and draws on the nation the vituperation at least of 
those whose desires he attempts to thwart, and may perhaps suc- 
ceed in getting up a national quarrel about the Sandwich Islands. 
Such things have happened before now, and it is within memory 
that the indiscreet zeal of bustling, busy officials at the other side 
of the globe have hurried the nation into wars. It has already 
got oue war on its hands, enough to satisfy any moderate appetite 
for glory, and we must feel a little uneasy at the possibility of Mr 
Consul-General Miller—(who is he ?)—getting up, in addition, a 
quarrel with the United States about Hawaii and the inde- 
pendence of Tamehama III. We shall not conceal from our 


shall have to pay either in persona or purse for their extraordinary 
high opinion of their own dignity and the dignity of their Sove- 
reign, If the indignation at New York correspond to that ex- 
pressed at St Francisco, the next mail will bring a general de- 
mand in all the out-and-out journals of the former city fora war 
with the Britishers. We have since received papers from the 
United States, and we make the following extract from the New 
York Courier and Inquirer, a moderate paper :— 


The United S:ates Commissioner is treating for the Hawaiian annexation. 
His propositions are favouradly entertained by the King, and foreign in- 
fluence ie the only hindrance to the speedy consummation of the scheme. The 
British Consul-General bas taken an extraordinary step in opposition. In a 
speech delivered in his official capacity before the Kiug,Chiefe,and Privy Council, 
he has vented, if he is reported correctly, the most lavish abuse upon the 
character and aims of the Uaited Stater, in order to insnire the Hawaiian 
authorities with a horror of all connection with us; and he bas, moreover, 
protested that the annexation of the islands would be a violation of the treaty 
of amity and commerce with Great Britain, and also of the subsequent joint 
declaration of England and France, and could not be regarded with indiffer— 
ence by Great Britain. The phraseology in which the speech was couched 
was of a kind so insulting and offensive, that we are eonfident it was uttered 
witbout instructions from the Home Government, and will not receive its ep- 
proval or countenance. The authorised expression in an oficial way of such 
gross contumely towards this country would be perfectly incompatible with 
the desire, known to be entertained by the British Government, to maintain 
friendly relations with it. General Miller, in his extreme zeal to keep off the 
impending event until he can have communication with his chiefs at home, 
has cared very little about his language if it would only bave the effect to 
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make the King hesitate, falter, anddelay. The idea thata 

or a treaty of any kind, between two independent nations ison theideae ys 
the soveriegnty of either, is un absurdity, Sovereignty ie an inseparable at 
tribute of every nation; and the couvtry which bas it not, is no mation bete, 
mere dependency. Eogland bas regularly recognised the kingdom of Ronen 
to be among the family of nations, and is bound to accord it the same gor 
rights which every other mation pursesser, A nation is bound by its treaties 
so long as it majatsins a matious] existence; of course, no . The 
* joint declaration” of England and France made eleven years ago did in 
no sense affect the inher-nt rights of the kingdom; and even had that Go. 
vernment been a consenting p:rty to i', there was nothing in it imposing or 
implyiag an obligation to maintain a separate existence for ever, The act was 
in fact a new recognition of the independence of the kingdom, and it 
is in virtue of this very same independence, or in other words of sovereignty 
im ite full sense, thet the kingdom proposes to consummate, by her own free yo- 
lition and pure discretion, the plan that is now under advisement. 

We know of nothing more likely than this foreign interference against the 
ree movements of the Government of the Sandwich Islands to hasten their an- 
nexation to this country. There has been no particular desire among the 
American people generally to strengthen at present the connection which 
has long existed. We are enjoying now most of the practical advantages 
which an annexation would secure, and yet are rid of the perplexities which 
the incorporation of such an anomalous country into the United States would 
certainly occasion. There is a conviction that the islands would ultimately 
come into our hands by the mere operation of natural causes, and there is no 
decided disposition to hurry the event. But there ie a decided determination 
to protect the kingdom from foreigo influence, whetber it come in the shape 
of intrigue or intimidation, The American people know something of the 
dealings of the French with the Society aud Marquesas Isiand*, and sre not 
at all ignorant of Eogland’s appropriation of islands in every ocean with no 
other title than that which violent seizure gave her; and it wou'd not be at 
all strange if they are somewhat impatient of either English or Freneb pre- 
tensions that the Sandwich Islands may not of their own free will and accord 
dispose of themselves as they like. If the Hawaiian Government is subject to 
duress in thie or any other matter, the general feeling will be that it is high 
time to know it. 

There are plenty of persons, emissaries of the Czar and of 
despotism, scattered through the United States and Earope, who 
will eagerly seize any and every opportunity to blow up the 
flames of dissension between the two countries. Foolish aspi- 
rants for the Presidential chair fancy that the road to it lies 
ona loud blustezing, if not war, against England; and we 
should play their game if we, by any kind of uncalled-for inter- 
ference, enable them to excite the feelings of the Americans 
against us. 


Another piece of news from the Pacific is of a more gentle kind. 
Mr Silas Burrows, a well-known American, some time ago fitted 
out a vesse! at San Francisco in a superb manner, and sailed in 
herto Japan. After visiting Jeddo he has arrived at Hong Kong, 
and has informed the Alta California that the Japanese like him 
better than Commodore Perry, ** who had too many big guns and 
fighting men,” though the Commodore extorted their respect. 
Artists visited the “ Lady Pierce,” took portraits of everything 
on board, took her dimensions, and the dimensions of all her 
masts, &c., and said the Emperor intended to have véssels built 
like her. Mr Burrows had on board Dee-yee-no- skee, a Japan- 
nese, picked up in the neighbourhood of the Sandwich Islands, 
after drifting about for seven months, the only survivor of a-junk’s 
crew of fifteen men blown out to sea. His return delighted bis 
countrymen, who expressed much gratitude to Mr Barrows, and 
supplied him with everything he required. At their wish, however, 
he removed from Jeddo to Simoda, the authorities not liking him 
to be so near the capital. Another opening, therefore, has been 
made into the closed empire of Japan, and, in spite of ancient 
prejudices, a few years will see it linked in with the general com- 
merce of the world, and its strange people forming part of the 
great family of man. 


A strange migration, too, we hear of from the Pacific. A thorough- 
bred bull of the Durham breed and seven heifers, part of a drove 
of 113 head of cattle, had arrived at Sacramento from the Eas- 
tern States by the Salt Lake. Captain Childs started from lu- 
dependence with seventy-two working cattle aud twenty-two head 
of the Durham breed, bought and swopped cattle by the way, lost 
fifty-one head, and at length arrived with his drove on the borders 
of the Pacific. He was well treated by the Mormons and their 
Governor, and was only annoyed by some white vagrants stealing 
one of his most valuable cows. This is curious even in these 
times of equal diffusion of men, animals, and plauts over the 
globe. The Crusaders on their retura from Asia spread, it 1s 
supposed, a knowledge of many useful things over Western 
Europe ; later, too, the Europeans carried their arts to America, 
under great and renowned leaders; and now we have a Captain 
Joseph B. Childs, of Napa, leading his breed of Durham oxen, 
which originated on the borders of the Northern Ocean, to feed 
on the pastures and drink from the rivers of the Pacific. 





MORALITY [N BUSINESS. 


Tue old-fashioned notion of connecting success in business with 
good moral conduct, seems likely to be revived and strengthened. 
For a long period great loans continued after the war was over in 
Europe by various States ; gigantic schemes of working mines, Con- 
structing docks, making railways, &c., &c., gave to business the 
fearful characteristics of lotteries, and fortunes were more often 
made by lucky hits than carefal, plodding, sober industry. That 
kind of success seems to have tainted nearly all commerce, a0 

men engaged in it without means, very often without honesty, 8” 
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lived extravagantly on the hopes of obtaining a fortune. The disease 
has extended over the re part of the commercial world, and i is, 
as might be expected, more virulent where the patient is 
younger and more vigorous than in Europe. We have had not 
a few swindling cases growing out of this disease,—curious opera- 
tions which woald have been spoiled, as Mr Windle Cole ex- 
pressed it, had “he allowed his clerk to write a journal.” More 
of these operations are coming to light in the States. ‘Con- 
“ siderable excitement existed in the street this morning,” says 
the New York Courier and Enqurer of Nov. 25th, “in conse- 
“* quence of the avowal of a fraud (or series of frauds) upon the 
‘“* American Exchange Bank, At the close of bank hours the fol- 
‘* lowing publication was authorised by the directors :—* We learn 
*** from the officers of the American Exchange Bank, that after a 
“* careful examination of the accounts of Mr Candee, their first 
“ ‘teller, since the evening of the 21st inst., they find a deficiency 
i. bis cash of 138,500 dols, in consequence of his having certi- 
‘6 fied checks for irresponsible parties, To protect the bank from 
‘+ toss, Mr Candee has placed securities in their hands, consisting 
“of bonds and mortgages and other property to the amount of 
161,977 Jols, at their cost value: The bank further holds 
| * “bands for 20,000 dols from his sureties, and in the judgment of 
‘the officers the ultimate loss, if any, will be trifling.’” 
Circumstances like this, of which so many have recently oc- 
curred, make the New York Shipping List say :~ 
A ecsrolty of capital ia productive of many an inconvenience to the business 
world, but its worst effects, in our opinion, are trifling and transitory com- 
pared "wit those which inevitably flow from the want of that confidence—that 
reliance of man upon man’s integrity, 80 to speak, which underlies and eup- 
| porte the whole superstruction of trade, commerce, aod finance in all their 
| varied relations. The delinquencies of this character which we have been too 
| Often éalle@ upom ‘to record im this city within the past few months, viewed in 
thie aspect, have hed @ demoralising influence upon the general tone of the 
| public mind in ita resulte, infinitely transcending the mischiefs of wiich they 
Were the immediate producers. It is to be sincerely hoped that we have seen 
the very last of these personal evidences of “ hard times”—hard times morally 
as well as financially—and that, to employ a homely saying, the rogues having 
| wll felleh out, the honest portion ‘of the community may once more aseert a claim 
to ascendancy. That time cannot be ushered in a moment too soon, 
Both journals turn such lessons to good account. The Courier 
and Enquirer suggests— 


That an exchange of duties between the psying and receiving tellers of a 
bank, as well as between the book-keepere, would serve to prevent eny exten- 
rively fraudulent practices by such officere. Im the case of the Mechanics’ 
Bank of Baltimore, where 60,000 do's was lost through ite book-keeper, the 
fraude had been going on for a series of years; whereas, if another officer hed 
been coéasionally adsigned to the same desk, the over- drafts would have beeu 
discovered. Inthe wore recent case of loss by the Suffolk Bink of Boston, the 
fraud had been kept up for several yeurr, and would have been prevented by 
an interchange of duties between the tellers. 

The Shipping List gives us this hope :— 

We tolakoe now, that to this point (4 return to health) we are rapidly ap. 
proaching. Eoonomy on every side is succeeding extravagauce. Prudence 
and caution are taking the place of recklessners and ill-advised adventure, 
Men tndividaally, and in aggregates, are disposed to buy no more than they 
can pay for, and those who are already deep in debt, are demonstrating such 
@ disposition to get out of It, as warrants the expectation thata better, because 
a sounder and healthier, fature is before us. 

Neither journal happily looks to stringent laws for correcting the 
evil. Both are sensible that it is a disease of the whole commu- 
nity, in which the patient must, under the diacipline of circum- 
stances, minister to himself. We advert to this prevalent dis- 
ease abroad as well as at home, to insist that the only cure is 
the honesty, integrity, and prudence of individuals. There must 
be no paltering with the great disorder, nor pretence to cure it by 
nostrums. Men tainted with the same disorder cannot cure it 
by precepts and regulations. Extravagaace of living, wild 
speculation, dishonest practices, even when customary, must be 
frowned down by al lengaged in commerce, or the character of 
commercial men will become discredited. Those who are honest 
| themselves must watch over the behaviour of others, and not en- 
courage fraud by careless, and therefore a confidence.

THE ‘STAMP ACTS. 


We reply to the following :— 
To the Editor of the Economist. 


S1m,—What are the proper stamps under the recent Stamp Act ona 
promissary note payable to bear on demand under 100/, and ona bill of 
exchange, payable in like manner, for any amount! 2 

On referring to the schedule to the act, you will observe that whilst 
the duties on bills and notes are precisely the same in amount for like 
sums, the scale on promissory notes is divided in two parts, the first part 
being duties applicable to aotes “ for the payment in any other manner 
than to the bearer on demand, of any sum of money” up to 100/ ; whilst 
the second part applies to notes “ for ‘the payment either to the bearer on 
demand, ‘or in any other manner than to the bearer on demand, of any 
sum of money’ ’ from 100/ upwards. The scale governing the duties on 
‘bills’ of ‘exchange 'is continuous, and is “for the payment to the bearer 
ot to order-at any time otherwise than on demand of any sum of money,’ 
Caaepniemeepem payable to bearer on demand under 500/ has, it 
appears to me, no. stamp provided for it, whilst above 100/ the duties in 

second part of the note scale apply ; and a bill of exchange payable 
to! bear on demand for any sum appears to be equally unprovided for. 

As.the first section of the act repeals the duties then payable under 
any, actin respect of the several instruments mentioned in the schedule 
to the act (and therefore on bills of exchange and promissory notes), and 
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wherever other duties are by the present act granted; and, before th 

passing of the present act (9th August, 1854), ~ duties on panier 
notes and bills of exchange payable to bearer on demand, were assessed as on 
short date notes and bills (i.e., not exceeding two months date); and no other 
duties on notes and bills of this description appear to be granted by the 
new act, it would appear that the duty on a bill of exchange, payable to 
bearer on demand, must still be sought for in the statute of 55 Geo. 3rd 
(which, by the bye, only extends to bills and notes up to 3,000/), or there 
are no duties at all payable in respect of bills and notes so drawn! How- 


ever, I shall be obliged by your solution of the matter, and am, sir, your

The stamps chargeable upon promissory notes payable on demand 
up to 1002, are those applicable to bank notes, aud were not ia 
any way dealt with in the last Act; the maximam stamp of this 
class is for notes of 100%. For promissory notes under that 
amount, other than those payable to bearer on demand (bank 
notes), and for all promissory notes of whatever kind above 100/, 
the same stamp attaches as does to bills of exchange.

Sme,—I discounted a foreign bill at six months’ sight in June last, before 
the Stamp Bill was thought of or passed, It now requires a stamp. Ought

83, sec. 3, it is enacted that “the duties by this act granted in 
respect of bills of exchange drawn out of the United Kiagilom, shall be 
denoted by adhesive stamps, to be provided by the Commissioners of Inland 
Revenue for that purpose.” And by sec. 5, it is further enacted, that “ the 
person who shall indorse, transfer, &c., any such bill whereon there shall not 
be such adhesive stamp, shall forfeit the sum of 50/;”” and that “ no person 
who shall take, receive, &c., any such bill, without such stamp, shall be en- 
titled to recover thereon, or make the same available for any purpose 
whatever.” 

Numbers of drafts drawn in America on the United Kingdom, and 
payable on demand, are daily negotiated in Great Britain and Lreland, and 
such bills are liable to the duty of one penny each, no matter what their 
amount. 


By some persons the opinion is hek d that this duty is properly expressed by | 


affixing the inland draft or receipt stamp, which were in use before 
tlie passing of this act; while by others the opinion is maintained that such 
bills, or cash orders, being foreign bills of exc hange drawn owt of the Unit. d 
Kingdom, and payable therein, reqnire the penny stamp provided for 
fureign bills to be affixed thereto, 

It seems improbab! e that the Commissioners of Inland Revenue woukd 
sanction a prosecution for penalties where the required duty had been paid, 
although that daty might be expressed by an improper stamp ; but still the 
question remains whether the holder of such bill coud recover or make euch 


bill available for any purpose whatever, a question which might become | 


much more important than the risk of penalty.

| impression which you have overlooked, or omitted to rectify), I beg to 
| remind him that the exemption from the stamp duty of one penny applies 
| only to drafts “‘payab’e to bearer on demand, upon any banker or person 

acting as a banker, carrying on business within fifteen miles;” a draft, there- 

fore, payable to order on demand, and consequently requiring endorsement, 

wherever drawn or payable, is illegal if not drawn upon a penny stamp. 

Many parties who remit cheques to a distance are in the habit of using 

those payable to bearer, with an adhesive stamp, thus losing the comparative 
| security afforded by drawing to a payee or order. A notice of this in your

| fer one the other day, the answer was, “It is not customary in the 
| colonial market to ask for a stamped receipt when you give a crossed 
| cheque or pay a banker. When I receive money from your bankers, 
| they invariably give me a crossed cheque, which I have to sign, and 
pass through my bankers.”’ 

We buy cotton to a considerable extent through Liverpool brokers, 
and always receive a stamped receipt for the payment by their principals. 
It seems to me we ought to have one also from the broker, as the

Towards the 
autumn they found further delay impracticable, and a sale to the amount 
stated then took place. At the November meeting of the Council he was

not paid. Some delay occurred in getting out the circular, and it was not 


till the midcle of the month that it was sent forth ; and it was but justice | 


to the gentlemen to whom it was addressed, and who were, in fact, only 
charged with inadvertence and inattention, to state that upon receiving 
the circular they most promptly responded to the appeal, and the result 
was that there had been a daily influx of something like 50! since that 
time. They had balanced the account for the year 1854. It conld not 
be too frequently impressed on the members, that the means of the 
Society were its subscriptions. He agreed with Mr Baker that it seemed 
rather hard that the willing horse should be always at work, while the 
sluggard remained behind and threw obstacles in the way of progress. If 
all the subscriptions were paid as they became due, the Society would 
never be placed in any difficulty. They were, however, now going on 
better, and had a more paying set of members than they had had for 
some time. : 
In these voluntary societies, there must always be a certain 


number of members who, from carelessness or otherwise, are 


remiss in the payment of their subscriptions, and the managers |

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FARMERS AND FARM LEASBS. 


Ar the recent dinner of the Smithfield Ciub Cattle Show, the 
Duke of Richmond made the following just remarks on tho dif- 


ference between English aud Scotch farmers, in their estimation 
of the value of leases :— 


After visiting the North and coming to the South of England, be must 
say he was greatly surprised at the reluctance evinced by the tenant 
farmers to accept leases. That, he thought, was apalpable mistake; and 
be hoped the time would soon arrive when they would all ask for leases, 
On these questions, he always looked at what he should do if he were a 
tenant farmer himself; and if he were a tenant farmer, with the requisite 
capital, he should certaiuly pnt aside much of the feeling which bis own 
tenants entertained. For in Sussex it so happened that be had not a sin- 
gle tenant who held under a lease. “ No,” they said, “‘we have never 
yet hada lease, and we don’t think a lease is necessary, for we do not 
suppose you will ever do anything else than what is just towards us.” 
Well, that was a very pretty compliment, undouutedly ; but if be were a 
tenant farmer in the possession of a good capital, he would never consent 
to lay it out upon any man’s land without some sort of security. Indeed, 
he had no hesitation in saying that no prudent man would do so. This 
was an important question ; and, as President of the Smithfield Cattle 

lub, he felt that it wasa part of his duty to advise the farmers of England 


| to ask for leases ; assuring them that he himselt would be too happy if 


all his tenants were to ask for them to-morrow. 

Nothing can be worse than the slavish, unenterprisitg dispo- 
sition evinced by snch tenants as the Duke referred to; but, 
taking the farmers throughout England, the fault is not entirely 
theirs. Leases have usually been such antiquated and cumbrous 
affairs, comprising reservations of game and other absurd stipu- 
lations, that the farmer who finds the land in a fair state for cul- 
tivation may not unreasonably prefer a yearly tenancy where, as 
is commonly the case in England, he intends to lay out little or 
nothing in permanent improvements. Game, perhaps, forms one 


| of most constant obstacles to leases; fr what farmer of 


common prudence would be bound by alease which reserves 
to his landlord the power and right to so stock the farm with 
wild animals, that the crops of the farmer are seriously injared 
and the best systems of management rendered impossible? Then, 
again, the bad state of the farm buildings and the farm-house 
presents another obstacle to leases, the landlord most commonly 
accepting the tenant who is content with the smallest amount of 
outlay. Such tenants are usually men of little enterprise or 
capital. The status, too, of an Engl sh farmer is not what it 
ought to be, so that men of capital and independent minds prefer 
emb.rking their capital and energies in any business rather than 
that of farming. However, let landholders generally entertain | 
such views as those disclosed by the Duke of Richmond, and be 
at the same time prepared to put their farms in good permanent 
condition, and abandon game reservations, and we shail soon find 
good English farmers glad to take leases. 





GRATING ROOTS FOR STOCK. 
Tut following observations of a correspondent show that farther de- 
tail as to the use of grated pulped roots for cattle is likely to prove 
acceptable to stock farmers :— 

“ The article in the Economist of last week, ‘Grating Roote for Stock, ’ 
omits to state where it is in operation. Ic would confer en obligation if this in- 
formation cou'd be furnished, and where the best infurmation,as well as the best 
machine, could be obtained, eo that I might avail myself of the advantages to be 
derived trom the introduction of the practice in my feeding establishment.” 

The machines by which the roots are reduced toa pulp are formed in 


, the same way as the ordinary turnip cutter,either with barrels or wheels, |j 
| the differc nce being that instead of cutting the root into long strips 


as by Gardner's cutter, they cut the slice as thin as possible, forming 
a muist pulp, which, when mixed with chaff, canuot be picked out by 
the animals in feeding. We believe that several of these imple- 
ments were exhibited at the Lincoln show of the Royal Agricu'tural 
Society in July last. ‘hut made by Kraly and Co. of Oxiord street, 
Londoa, received a prize, and, as it is the implement we have used, 
we can speak confidently as to its efficiency. We noticed also in the 
implement gallery of the Baker Street Show of the Smithfi: id Club 
during the past week several other pulping or grating machines which 
appeared to answer the purpose completely. We may mention 
Phillips’, of Brandon, and Pierce's, of Mark lane. ;

We have used rovts cut as for sheep by Gardner's cutter, and mixed 
with cheff for stock, but we always found the roots were picked out, 
and very little more of the chaff was consumed when given mixed 
with the turnips so cut than when givenelone. When, however, the 
pulp is mixed with chaff, the whole is so mixed together that the 


animals find it impossib'e to select the roots, and of necessity eat all 
bsorbs so much of the moisture of the 


ble to the stock, and they ea 


pulp, that it becomes extremely palata 
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a much larger proportion of chaff than would be thought possible by 
those who have not tried the plan. 

Ia order to give full effect to this mode of feeding, the pulp should 
be mixed with the chaff from twenty-four to thirty-six bours before 
it is ‘used, and the mixture covered up, say with an old tarpaulia 
or even with some bundles of straw, so as to produce a moderate 
degree of fermentation. If the fermentation goes on longer, the catile 
do not like the fooi so well, and we have found that the mixture 
which was devoured with avidity when fermented for 3€ hours, was 
almost rejected after it had been allowed to remain fermenting 
double that time. The best plan we have found to be to mix in the 
afternoon the food which is to form the provender for the next day 
but one, so as to always have one day’s food ready mixed in advance. 

| Then the mixture is always greedily consumed. In this way one 
bushel of the pulped roots to four-and-a-half bushels of oat straw 
chaff will be eaten up quite cleanly, and a full-sized cow will consume 
| from five to seven bushels of the mixture. We have sometimes 
| added abont half-a-bushel of brewer’s grains to each four-and-a-half 
| Sushelg of chaff,.which renders the food atill more acceptable to the 
avimals. Meal, asmali portion of hay chaff, or bran, added to such 
& mixture as we bave mentioned, will render it an economical and 
effective means feeding for the butcher. When oilcake is given, it 
should not be mixed with the other food, as the stock will always en- 
deavourte pick out the lamps of cake, which materially affec's their 
relish for the rest of the food they have partially “ blown over.” 





HORSE BREEDING. 


| ‘Tue great demand at present for horses indicates that there has 
been for scme time past an insufficient attention paid to this branch 
of agriculture. Tnis demand, too, is somewhat increased by the 
wants of the army, the regulation price having just been advanced. 
The Inspector-General of Cavalry has issued the following notice 
on the subject :— 

No three year old horses are for the present to be purchased. Officers com- 
manding are to use their utmost exertions in procuring four year old horses, 
at the present price, 26/5, With a view to renderiug the augmentation 
| recently authorised to the Cavsiry Regiments, serving at home and in Turkey 
(but eepecially those in Turkey), available for service with the least possible 
delay, the Secretary at War bas sanctioned seasoned horses being purchased at 
the following rates:—Five and six year olds, 32/, seven and eight year olds, 40s 
These horses must be in good condition, and no horse purchased at these price. 
that ie not at once fit to be put into the ranke, as regards condition and stamina 
As few horses, of the class from which cavalry horses are purchased, arrive at 
the age of seven or eight years without being blemished, or showing some defect 
| Veterinary surgeons are to be instructed not to reject horses for defects which 
| will mot interfere with s horse during his work, and to bear in mind that the 
| Object to be obtained is to procure a constitutionally sound horee, fit for the im- 
| Mediate service for which he is required. 
| Now, though these prices do not offer much encouragement to 
| horsebreeding as a substantive branch of English busbandry, they 

show the supply of ordinary kinds of saddle horse to be inade- 
quate to the demands of the community. Farmers might, with 
a little extra trouble or cost, breed every year a certain number 
of horses which from three years o!'d might be employed upon 
the farm, and be brought to four and five years old at compa- 
ratively small expense. It is more frequently the trouble of 
youbg horses that is objected to than their cost, for after the 
first year colts may be reared, and well reared, with a very mode- 
rate allowance of corn or other costly provender, Gvod oat 
| straw and very little hay cut into chaff, with some turnips, 
will keep a colt in excellent condition until it is broken in and 
put to easy work, when an ailowance of corn becomes necessary. 
| Lois mode of treatment answers very well for ordivary colts. Of 
course, if the farmer finds he bas a colt that he thinks will be- 
come valuable, it will answer his purpose to keep it more highly 
_ and bestow somewhat more care uponit. But of this we are 
certain, that on nearly every farm acolt ot two may be reared 
| every year at a cost which would not be perceptible, avd with ad- 
| Vantage to the farmer. 





SPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS, 


(From Messrs Matthew Clark and Sons’ Circular )

inactive, and although a few parcels changed hands at 30/ to 32/, the 
high pretensions of holders limited the transactions, while the heavy 
stocks held by the trade, both in town and country, have tended to in- 
crease the dulness. There is, however, a fair demand for wines showing 
age, which are rather scarce, and sustain good prices. Low sherries, 
though light of body, have attracted attention, and anything of clean 
quality is freely taken up. Some recent arrivals of Pontac have ch-cked 
the market for this description of wine, and there are some good parcels 
offering. White Capes continue scarce, and in good demand. Red Lisbons 
and Spanish reds maintain their value, and any arrivals of good current 
quality will (we think) meet with a ready sale.

Foreign Correspondence. 
From our Paris Oorrespondent. 
Paris, Dec. 14, 1854. . 

There was some disappointment on the arrival of the last advices from 
Sebastopol. General Canrobert’s preceding reports stated that large rein- 
forcements had arrived ; the works of the allies were pushed forward 
with great activity, in order toprotect the camp against any attack from the 
Russian army, and it was announced that everything would be ready to 
make a general assault on Sebastopol on the 2d instant, Louis Napoleon 
had a great desire that this date should be signalised by an important ex- 
ploit of the armies in the Crimea. But a despatch of General Canrobert, 
dated December 3, stated that continuous rains were pouring into the 
works, and obliged him to postpone the execution of his plans; he adjourned 
itto the 10th. Butit seems very improbable that am assault would be 
more possible at the last date, and doubts are entertained that Sebastopol 
will be taken before the end of this month, This event is, however, - indis- 

nsable to facilitate the negotiations for peace, and foree the Emperor of 

ussia to make the sacrifices which are required by England and, France. 
It is supposed that the Western Powers will take possession of the Crimea, 
and thus deprive Russia from any possibility to regain her influetice in the 
Black Sea. 

Tbe Royal Speech on the opening of the English Parliament has pro- 
duced here = deep sensation. It was inferred, from the paragraph relating 
tv the treaty of Vienna, that the English Cabiuet continued to distrust the 
true feelings and intentions of the Austrian Government. It has taken no 
immediate engagement, and if its intentions are not straightforward it 
may be only a new means to gain time and to obtain au influence over the 
counsels of England and France, so as to force these last two Powers to 
make concessions to the Czar, and to consent to a treaty of peace, taking a8 
a basis the four points of guarantee, which the Cabinet of St. Petersburg 
would modify to its advantage. 

If this were indeed the secret policy of Austria, it is [gh pebe that the 
Cabinet of Berlin would have no objections to adhere to the treaty. Indeed, 
according tu the last advices from Berlin, it appears that the King, speaking 
of the treaty, said that it wasexcellent, and he would support it with all his 
might. He would consider it as a means of bringing about a geueral 
treaty of peace, with conditions favourable to Russia, 

Accordingly, the hopes of the approaching restoration of peace in Europe, 
which were so lirely a week ago in France, have begun tobe much shaken, 
and it seems now probable that war will continue with increasing vigour. 
It has been decided that Sebastopol must be taken coute gui coute, that the 
Russians must be driven back out of the isthmus of Perekop, and the ter- 
ritory of the Crimea provisionally occupied by the allies. An expedition 
against Cronstadt in the Baltic will not be undertaken before these great 
results are obtained in the south. 

The negotiations are going on with our capitalists for the future loan, 
which is indispensable, but will be postponed, if possible, until March, The 
bankers are unwilling to undertake the issue of the loan at a price above 
that of the loan which was concluded last spring, that is above 65, 90 
that the present prices of our Three per Cents., which range from 70 to 71, 
seems too high. MM. Emile Pereire and Co. have found obstacles in their 
way to the final conclusion of their treaty with the Austrian Government. 
Our Cabinet will not allow the treaty for the Austrian railways to take effect 
before the issue of the French loan, as it apprehends that it would make its 
negotiation more difficult. 

Our trade continues to be in a very depressed condition. The first-rate 
merchants make no speculative purchases. Some apprehensions are e0- 
tertained about the settling of accounts which usually takes place after the 
end of the year.

NEWSPAPER STAMP. 
To the Editor of the Economist, 

Sir,—I agree with your opinion that it is not the duty of the State 
to educate the people, At the same time, I think that in a question 
of such importance it is not right that the State should throw apy ob- 
struction in the way of the people instructiug thems+lves. 

That it now does, by permitting the duty on paper and the stamp 
on newspapers to continue in force ; for, I apprehend, it will not be 
denied, that whatever adds to the cost of an article, of necessity limits 
its consumption. To this general principle newspapers are no ex- 
ception, It will also be admitted, I believe, that the general diffa- 
sion of cheap literature—particularly when relating to the daily, and 
therefore the most interesting events—would promote general intelli- 


ce. 

~—— the last twenty years succesdive ministries have proposed mea- 
sures for the introduction of a national system of education, which have 
nitherto been thwarted by the claims of contending political or 
religious parties; but to propose any system of education, and to leave 
the stamp duty and that on paper in force, would seem to argue 
insincerity on the part of the minister, or ignorance of the hindrance 
they offer to the general diffusion of information. 

The only yalid objection to their repeal is that arising from the 
loss to the revenue, Even that would be only apparent. A small 
charge on the transmission of papers by post would cover part, if not 
all, of the lose arising from the abolition of the stamp duty, and surely 
ample compensation for the loss of the whole amount received trom 
both sources would be afforded by the increased intelligeuce, activity 
of mind, and morality of the people at large. Besides, the loss to the 
revenue can searcely be taken into consideration, when it is borne in 
mind, that each minister who has proposed a national system of edu- 
cation centemplated the annual expenditure of a much larger sum 
than is now derived from both duties. 

At the present time, as stated in your columns of last Saturday, 
sad while this war lasts, it is highly probable that Government will 
not increase the amount now granted towards educational purposes. 
But Ithink there has been no period in receat years in which the 
means of instruction coming from any quarter would be accepted 
more readily than now; and therefore, if the Government cenuot 

out the educational wishes and plans of the present President of 
she Council, it should permit the nation to have the full benefit of its 
own mental activity. an eee 

At the present moment the utmost anxiety is felt all over the 
country to know something about the war, and to learn the details of the 
operations of our army. ‘his information, from the dearness of our 
newspapers, is entirely beyond the reach of thousands of the people, 
or comes to them in a most imperfect form. Were the price of shose 
papers reduced, their circulation would be increased at a rate I 
would not venture to predict, and they would stimulate public in- 
telligence and the desire for instruction as much as any system of 

blic schools. ‘ ‘ 
To prove the justice of this statement, Itt me remark that in this 
city, till recently, newspapers were published only on two days in the 
week, and the number printed was altogether from 30 to 40,000 per 
week. Since the war began four daily papers have been established, 
and, from some supposed defect in the law with respec: to the stamp 
duty, three of these were published without stamps and wece sold at 
a low price, namely, at id. The owner of the mostsuccesstul of them 
told me that his circulation varied from 8 to 10,000 per day. Within 
the last two weeks, measures having been adopted by Government 
to enforce the law relating to the stamp duty, the paper has been sold 
at 2d, and its circulation has fallen to less than 4,000 copies por day. Or

A great statesman (the Earl of Chatham) 
had thus employed German troops, and, 1f the measure were sanctioned by 
the house, a most effective addition to the force of the country would be 
provided. 


After some observations from several noble lords, 
The Duke of Newcastle replied, and the bill was read a second time, and 
ordered to be committed. 
Lord Breadalbane brought up Her Majesty’s gracious answer to the ad-

The Dake of Newcastle moved a vote of thanks to the allied armies and 
navies engaged inthe war.

The mili- 
tary talents of the General-in Chief—a member of their lordship’s 
house, whose return in triumph would be hailed with enthusiasm by 
there lordships—had, under varions and trying circumstances, been found 
fully equal to the mighty task before him. And yet the modesty of this 
great man was one of his most eminent characteristics. To the distin- 
guished services of Sir John Burgoyne and Sir George Brown, and to 
those of a Royal Duke, an illustrions member of their lordship’s 
house, he also paid a market compliment, and dwelt on the valonr and 
modesty of Sir De Lacy Evans, in leavinghis bed of sickness and exposing 
himself to the dangers of the field without taking the command of bis 
division into bis own hands, amid loud and repeated marks of approbation. 
Nothing could surpass the bravery of the officers and men—many of 
them mere striplings, who had never heard a shot fired ina field of bat- 
tle before—the annals of ancient time might be searched through in vain 
for feats of heroism to surpass them. It was therefore proposed to strike 
a medal bearing the word Crimea, with two clasps for the victory of the 
Alma and Inkermanu, to be bestowed on the soldiers serving in the var. 
The votes of thanks was also to be extended to the officers and men of the 
navy, whose services had so ably seconded those of their countrymen in 
the sister service. The medical gentlemen also, and particularly Dr 
Thomson, were mentioned with warm approbation. :

entered the militia chiefly for the purpose of giving countenance and sup- 
port thereto, having local duties of a social description, were not the per- 
sons whom the Government wished to see employed abroad; and, while no 
imputation would rest upon such persons who did not volunteer, those who 
did, on the other hand, musi not consider it any disparagement if the ser- 
vices of others were preferred. As to the privates, it was most distinctly 
enacted thatno man should be taken without his free will and consent.

THE HARDWARE TRADE aT BIRMINGHAM.—Trade here etill conti 10es 
much depres-ed, and orders come in scantily. The fire-arm manufacture of 
the town, still proceeds rapidly and sati-factorily. An arrangement has been 
entered into with Mcs-rs Thorneyoroft and Co., of the Shubbery Ironworks, by 
whieh the firm bave undertaken to supply the Government, in a few week?, 
with a large quantity or iron plates, of a peculiar shape, and very difficult to 
manofactare. These plates will nitimately be formed into prcjectiles of 4 
very novel description. Messre Clarke aud Shoolbred, of Wolverhampton, 
have recently exceuted a Government order in the manufacture of cannon 
balle, of an unurually large size. At another large wo ks in the district, 
some government officials have been Gown for the purpose of euperintending 
experiment« in casting guns with a equare bore; the experiments have been 
so far satisfactory, and this new missile is said to be of a most destructive 
character. The iron trade of this district is still in a most unsatisfactory 
state; at many of the works the make is being reduced by working short time, 
and there is a general tendevcy to limit operations as far as possible, A re- 
duction of prices appears to be inevitable with the close of the present quarter. 
Fortunately, however, there are no stccks of iron of any kind, so that the 
rlighest increase in ihe demand will have a beneficial effect ou the trade. 
There is still no excess of iabour, so that in all probability the preseut rate 
of wages will be maintained.

FRANCE. 

There is little or no change in the commercal situation of Paris. 
The treaty concluded at Vienno, however, hus had a beneficial in- 
fluence in inducing many merchants, who still hesiiatee, to forward 
considerable ordersto the manufacturing districts, The price of corn 
has again declined on the Paris Halle, and the decrease would have 
been greater had not the rates Inaintained themselves firm in tie 
departmental markets. The accounts from all parts of France and 
Algeria agree in describing the produce as amply sufficient for home 
consumption, unless the falling of in the potato crop rendered it 
necessary to purchase am additional supply of foreiga grain. The 
price of butcher’s meat is still high, without any probabilivy of a 
reaction. The wine trade at Bercy continues dull, and at Bordeaux 
the pretensions of the proprietors are so exorbitant, that no business 
was doing. The price of brandies remain stationary, but with a 
slight tendency to decline, The Montpellier sells at Paris 215% per 
heet htre, and 208f. at Bordeaux. 

The Moniteur supplies the following particulars respecting the extent 
and source of the importations into France of wines, spirits, and liqueurs, 
during the month of October last. The duties on spirits and liqueurs, 
it is to be noticed, were redueed by the decrees of Sept. 22 and Oct. 5, 
last. The following, according to the authority quoted, were the impor- 
tations ; the figures represent h ctolitres:—

Twelve of the principal brewers of Lille have just been tried by the 
Tribunal of Correctional Police of that town for having, in September 
last, formed a coalition for the purpose of increasing the price of beer 
from 50c. to 60c. the double quart. The coalition was clearly proved, 
and the pretext of it was the dearness of grain, It was also proved 
that the defendants ordered the public-house keepers to increase the 
price to the public, and threatened such as hesitaced. The augmenta- 
tion was established, but it caused such general dissatisfaction that in 
a short time it had to be given up. The tribunal sentenced five of the 
accused to fines of 2,000fr. each ; two to fines of 1,000fr. each ; one to 
a fine of 500fr.; the others to fines of 250fr. each ; and all to pay the 
¢osts in proportion to the amount of their fines. ‘as 

The merchants arrested at Nantes, on acharge of conspiring to raise 
the price of salt meat, have sent a deputation of three gentlemen (en- 
larged on bail) to state their case to the Minister of Marine at Paris, 

A letter in the Courrier de!’ Eure states that the French Government 
has offered to allow the Polish prisoners in France to enter the foreign 
legion, and that they have nearly all embraced the offer with joy. They 
are, says this journal, to go to the depot at Bastia, and from thence to 
the Crimea. os 

It appears froma recent return that the amount of capital invested 
in French railways is three thousand millions of francs, of which two 
have been paid by companies and one by the state. 





ITALY. 

Accounts from Rone, of the 50ch ultimo, state that the Minister of 
Finance, M Galli, was on the point of quitting office. His Stic :essor, 
with the title of treasurer, abolished since 1847, is Mgr. Ferrari, the 
director of the large establishment known by the name of the hospital 
of Santa-Spirito. According to the new arrangement, ( ardinal Anto- 
nelli would retaia the management of foreign and religijus afatrs, whilst 
the home affairs would be entrusted to another cardinal, The Bank 
of Rome had been thrown into some jeopardy bya violent run on it, which 
lasted about tea days, and which would appear to have been brought about 
by want of precaution on the part of the Goverainent. As the o peper 
money of the Revolution, which had been in circulation as a lege! ten 
der, was very nearly all called in, the daily commerce o! ms a re 
quired a certain amount of specie to supply the place of the amal notes 
which had been withdrawn. At the same moment, by an unfortunate 
chance, the Bank obtained permission from the Government to ae 8 
large number of notes of one plastre, These latter were liable to be i. 
imbursed in specie on presentation at the Bank. Their e noes 
so close on the withdrawal of the notes, that the people confoun ei the 
two together, and distrusted both alike, In consequence, @ ne me 
made on the Bank to have the piastre-notes repaid in specie ; an¢ : is 
application ier specie became an absolute panic when it transpired that 
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the Roman Government had issued a circular enjoining ‘all col- 
lectors of taxes to take only specie in payment of their claims 
The rush to the Bank then became tremendous, and the police were 
obliged to interfere to preserve order. The Baak paid at first to all 
persons indiscriminately, but afterwards was obliged, not. absolutely te 
Suspend its payments, but arrange them according te the amount of de- 
mands made on it. Under suen circumstances, the Bank was forced to 
apply to the Government for assistance, which was accorded. and in 
addition a notice was inserted in the Giornale di Roma, of a nature to 
tranquilise the public mind relative to the stability of the Bank. The 
Government at the same time withdrew the interdiction [made pre- 
cedentedly to its collectors of taxes, 





PRUSSIA. 

The central committee of the Seeond Prussian Chamber has "resolved, 
with only vote short of unanimity, to propose the rejection of the address 
moved by Baron Vincke in answer to the speech from the throne, The 
reasons given by the committee io their report are curious. The com- 
mittee say :—“ An answer has not always been given to the epeech from 
the throne, but whenever the chamber has decided on an address it has 
done so immediately after the speech. Now ten days have elapsed since 
the King’s speech, and a discussion would occupy several days more. It 
would be impossible during the discussion to avoid tonching on the state of 
things abroad. Jf is not the part of the chamber to take up the questions 
that depend on the foreign political situation. The manitestation of different 
Opinions On this subject would only serve to render the task of govern- 
ment more difficult than it is already. Besides, discussions of this nature 
generally lead to no result, and consume the time that the chamber might 
employ in a more useful matter. Then, bis Majesty the King bas said in 
his speech from the throne, * that the Chambers, making every allowance 
for the right of holding different opinions, wit] be a support to the gevern- 
ment in every case, where it may be required to display to foreign powers 
the complete harmony between the government and the country.’ The 
manifestation of different opinions, such as the debate on the address 
would be sure to bring forth, wonld not justify therefore this confidence, 
quite the contrary.”’ 

The left centre (the party of Bethmann- Hollweg) and the moderate 
left have distributed the draught of an adcress, which is likely to receive 
the support of the Catholic fraction.

Tue alarm is genersl, and the 
emigration immense, Tue villages of the neighbourbood are filled with a 
wandering population, and without shelter. The capital presents the 
most afflicting spectacle; justice is suspended; the employes of the differ- 
eut public otfices were the first to fly. Provisions are everywhere de- 
ficient, and the bnichers and the bakers have closed their shops. These 
are scenes of misery which [a little cooluess aad foresight might have 
considerably lightened.

which the frost bas set in the navigation may now be considered as closed 
for the season. The total number of vessels which have left Archangel 
with cargoes for foreign countries amounts to no less than 715, of which 
274 were for British ports, 212 for Holland, 11 for Belgium, 2 for France, 
35 for the Hanse Towns, 3 for Hanover, 10 for Denmark, 4 for the United 
States, and 164 for Norway. Of the 274 vessels for British ports 167 
were for London, 16 for Hull, 6 for Gloucester, 4 for Sunderland, 3 for 
Great Grimsby, 3 for Newcastle-on-Tyne, 1 for Liverpool, 1 for Gains- 
borough, 27 for Dandee, 17 for Peterhead, 15 for Kirkaldy, 8 for Leith, 5 
for Montrose, 2 for Arbroath, 2 for Glasgow, 2 for Greenock, 1 for Aber- 
deen, and 4 for Dublin.

Great interet is excited by the debates last night, and about 
the proposition for raising a foreign legion, and opinions are 
much divided on the subject. By some it is looked on as an arming 
of the “nationalities,” and likely to induce desertion from the 
Russian ranks ; by others as a mere imitation of a measure for- 
merly adopted, and no longer applicable to the times. All agree 
in regarding it as a measure of great importance, though very 
different effects are ascribed to it, probably from not yet knowing 
exactly the provisions of the measure, of which a debate does 
not always give a correct view. 


Hanover, it is said, means to protest in the Diet of Germany 
against Prussia’s purchase of a district on the Jahde, a river 
which runs into the bay of the same name in Oldenburg, for the 
purpose of converting it into a naval arsenal. As it is situated 
between the Ems and the Weser, both of which are mainly Han- 

| Overian streams, it rather threatens Hanoverian interests. Prussia 
| has already, in 1803, once sacrificed her honour to get hold of 
Hanover, and no doubt her mouth waters to possess it again. 
Converting Jahde into a naval arsenal might iufluence not unfa- 
vourably the trade of Hanover, but it would be a basis for 
military operations, and might be dangerous to its independence. 
We are not sufprised, therefore, that this proceeding of Prussia, 
though it have the approbation of a large part of Germany, and 
is avowedly intended to give Germany a naval arsenal on the 
North Sea, should excite the disapprobation of Hanover. 
Hanover rather dreads than loves her more powerful neigh- 


bours. 

Our latest news of the New York money market states there 
is no abatement in the movey pressure. Business generally 
continues on a limited scale. The difficulty of negotiating loans 
is very great, eveu at the usurious rates of 1¢ to 2 per cent. a 
month for prime signatures. The city banks are still contracting, 
notwithstanding which the drain of specie continues. The de- 
crease in the loans is 492,269 dols ; the loss of specie, 600,549 
dols; and the reduction of deposits, 1,846,808 dols. The follow-

The continued currency troubics of the West adds materially 
to the general distrust engendered by local causes. One of the 
most encouraging features for the fature of the money market is 
the decline in sterling exchange. The rates are now 109} to 109}, 
and the indications are that the shipments of specie will s00u 


begin to diminish. 

The Superintendent of the Banking Department gives notice 
that the notes of the late Eighth Avenue Bank will be redeemed 
at the rate of ninety-four cents on the dollar, on their presentation 


at the department. 

Great as may have been the disappointments on this side the 
water, they are far less than are experienced on the other. Yet 
America, except as it may have been influenced by the trade of 
Europe, which cannot have been much, bas vot been interfered 
with by war, It may be remarked, too, that the last great war, 
though it was attended by higher prices like the present, was also 
accompanied after a season by a great extension of trade.

ties it has experienced, An extension of trade invariably im- 
plies a new growth in society, and thus, while many other classes | 
guide their conduct by passed facts aud rales deduced from them, | 
the merchant has often to look to new fac acts, and if he sometimes 


fails, he is more excusable than those who have ouly to do as |

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
; FRIDAY EVENING. 

The supplies of foreign wheat in the week were only 2,260 qre, and 
of foreign flour 3,420 sacks and 1,760 bbis; the supplies ot home 
growth were 3,450 qrs of wheat, and 1,980 sacks of flour; and the 
demand being active, wheat was from 1s to 28 dearer than on Mon- 
day, and old flour was so scarce that American flour returned from 
Australia sold for 40s the bbl. The supplies from our own far- 
mers, compared to last year, continue to be large—ia the two late 
weeks,as returned in the Gazette, 223,964 qrs. agSinst 144,067 qrs 
in the two corresponding weeks of iast year. We hear of very litile 
foreign corn coming forward, and lower prices are not expected. 

Barley, too, is 1s dearer, though the supplies of home-grown in the 
week were 9,690 qrs. 

The supply of foreign oats is short, 2,060 qre, and the price was 64 
to 1s higher than on Monday. 

Six cargoes of corn have arrived off the coast during the last seve- 
days, viz.:—1 Egyptian wheat from Alexandris, 2 maize from New 
York, 1 do. from Terceire, 1 of Cyprus barley from Lanarca, and 1 dol 
beans from Alexandria. ‘The two cargoes of American maize were 
sold before arriva', the Terceira maize and Egyptian beans are 
out of the market, and the others remain for sale. 

By the Latest arrivals from New York, we learn that the market- 
there were better supplied both with flour and wheat, and consider- 
able quantities were on the way to Europe. Rye was in request for 
the coutinent of Europe, and as the canals were about to close 
shorter supplies were anticipated. 

From Antwerp on the 9tb, we are informed that the corn market 
was inactive, but holders were reluctant to submit to a decline, and 
there were few sellers. At Hamburg, on the 12th, wheat found a few 
few purchasers at previous rates. Kye was more in demand and the 
price enhanced. At Amsterdam, on the 13:h, 50 laste of Polish wheat 
were sold by auction at 10 fi. below the price of two days previously. 
At Rotterdam, on the 12tb, the market was well supplied aad prices 
receded from 10 to 12 fl. . 

At Cologne, to the 11th, the arrivals had increased, and purchasers 
hanging back, the market was very dull, From the preceding Mon- 
day the fall in the price of wheat was one-sixth of a thaler. At 
Stettin, on the 9th, the weather was mild, and from the prospect of 
being able to ship wheat to England, several hundred wispe! of a 
fine sort were purchased. Speedily afterwards invelligence arrived of 
duller markets in England, and prices receded. 

The markets of Mincing lave are all du!), as the approaching holie 
days makes all the trade only for immediate consumption. Sugar, 
coffee, and all other articles are flat, though coffee less so than the 
others Rice has sensibly declined, and is 6d lower. Saltpetre has 
been more inquired for. 

Tea was ottered at public sale on Tuesday to the extent of 10,000 
packages, only 1,000 of which were disposed ef. The sales went off 
very heavily : for common congou there was no demand, and the 
quotation remained nominal at 10d sellers. Yesterday the price de- 
clined a haltpenny, without inducing buyers to come forward. Duty 
was paid at this port during the week ended 7th instant on 709,676 
lbs, against 595,126 lbs in the same period of last year. 

‘The business ot the present week in the Liverpool cotton market 
has been on a limited scale, the sales reaching only 38,000 bales, of 
which 34,000 are to the trade, ],000 to speculators, and 3,000 bales to 
exporters. The quotation for middling cotton is redaced 1-164 per 
Ib, for fair howeds td, and for fair Mobile and Orleans jd per lb 
The latter qualities bave been of late proportionately too dear, and 
owing to heavy arrivals of these descriptions in the last few weeks 
such prices could not be supported. The market has been fréely 
supplied, but cotton has not been pressed. Holders are willing sellers 
in expectation of replacing their stock at lower terms in America. 
The accounts received from America this week continue favourable 
for the crop: the estimate of 3,000,000 to 3,250,000 bales prevails most 
generally. The New York market was dull and lower; the New 
Orleans market still kept bigh, with middling ecetton quoted at
